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A  BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  THE 


of  Indiana  County,  Pennsylvania

A  FTER  THE  AMERICAN  COLONIES  achieved  their  independence  and 
the  Indians  had  retired  further  west,  where  more  favorable  hunting, 
fishing  and  their  way  of  life  could  be  lived,  there  was  open  to  those 
people  who  could  stand  the  rigors  of  frontier  life  an  opportunity  toi  settle  in 
this  vast  new  country,  where  there  could  be  found  political,  religious  and 
social  freedom.  This  open  door  invited  many  immigrants,  among  whom  was 
John  Ray  and  his  family. 

The  founder  of  the  Ray  family  in  Indiana  County,  Pennsylvania,  was  John 
Ray  who,  with  his  wife,  whose  maiden  name  was  Mary  Moore,  lived  in  County 
Tyrone,  Northern  Ireland,  near  Londonderry.  The  Rays,  previous  to  their 
coming  to  North  Ireland,  had  lived  in  the  region  of  the  Firth  of  Forth,  in 
Scotland.  They  came  to  America,  arriving  in  New  Jersey,  August  5th,  1818, 
and  settled  in  Indiana  County  near  Pike’s  Peak,  where  John  and  Russell  Ray 
now  live.  This  wilderness  homestead  had  a  log  house,  the  kind  of  houses 
usually  built  in  the  early  days,  having  stones  and  clay  chunking  between  the 
logs  tol  keep  out  the  cold  and  snow,  it  being  very  modestly  furnished.  This 
was  Home.  Here  Mrs.  Ray  died,  December  1,  1855,  at  the  age  of  88  years. 
Mr.  Ray  was  born  in  17,57,  and  passed  away  September  5th,  1865,  near 
Greenville,  (now  Penn  Run) ;  both  are  buried  in  Harmony  Cemetery,  near 
Penn  Run. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  R4y  were  frugal,  honest  and  thrifty,  and  prospered  in  their 
wilderness  home.  They  were  blessed  with  health  and  happiness,  with  a  will¬ 
ingness  for  hard  work;  were  devout,  with  deep  religious  convictions,  rigidly 
adhered  to,  not  one  day  but  seven  days  a  week. 

The  Ray  families  from  far  back  have  been  Presbyterians  and  subscribed 
to  that  “Confession  of  Faith,”  the  children  learning  the  catechism,  morning 
and  evening  worship  being  a  fixed  schedule.  Their  religion  was  taken  seriously 
as  the  older  members  relate,  on  Sundays  no  manual  labor  was  performed  ex¬ 
cept  necessities.  Sufficient  food  was  prepared  Saturdays  to  last  over  the  Sab¬ 
bath.  Even  straw,  hay  and  feed  for  the  cattle  was  placed  near  by  on  Satur¬ 
day.  Whistling  was  a  week-day  pastime,  but  not  for  Sunday.  Singing  of  hymns 
was  considered  appropriate,  but  no  worldly  tunes  were  permitted. 

Few  roads  and  the  barest  necessities  of  life  were  all  but  a  match  for  the 
shrewd  Scotch-Irish  ingenuity  of  the  already  large  family.  Hardy  were  the 
people  who  came  to  know  hardships  at  first-hand;  fields  to  clear — stones  to 
pick — fields  to  plow  with  wooden  plows — fences  to  build — crops  to  plant, 
tend  and  garner,  threshing  with  a  hickory  flail.  There  were  miles  to  travel 
to  the  nearest  mill;  bread  to  be  baked  in  out-door  ovens;  wood  to  cut  for  fires; 
picking  flax  and  carding  wool,  then  weaving  it  into  cloth.  From  early  morn¬ 
ing  until  tallow-candle  light  it  was  a  herculean  task  for  the  families  of  those 
days. 

Although  hard  was  their  task,  it  seems  many  were  the  times  of  fun,  for 


the  huskin’  bee  apple  snittin’  or  camp  meeting,  where  the  young  swains  came 
up  on  their  finest  steeds  to  a  fast  quick  stop  in  a  cloud  of  dust.  Here  were 
the  demure  young  ladies,  often  casting  a  sly  glance  from  under  their  bonnets 
while  singing  some  spirited  song,  led  quite  a  few  to  the  altar  of  matrimony. 

The  topic  of  the  day  was  pretty  much  the  same  as  today,  it  being  about 
transportation.  True,  the  frontiersman  had  trails  and  a  few  muddy  roads 
about  which  the  state  and  the  politicians  in  the  east  did  not  concern  them¬ 
selves,  although  different  committees  from  the  then  backwoods  constituents 
in  homespun  tried  to  persuadei  their  eastern  brethern  to  take  a  hand  in  the 
development  of  this  section.  It  was  not  until  after  the  construction  of  the 
Erie  Canal  that  the  eastern  Pennsylvania  business  men  became  alarmed  for 
fear  of  the  loss  of  business,  that  the  state  undertook  the  building  of  better 
roads  than  the  nearby  partly-abandoned  Kittanning  trail,  or  a  system  of 
waterways  to  link  the  east  and  the  west.  The  final  decision  to  build  the  Por¬ 
tage  Railroad  and  Canal  cheered  the  plain  folks  of  the  central  and  western 
counties. 

The  rugged  topography  of  this  section  of  the  state  through  which  passes 
the  Kittannng  Trail  and  the  Portage  Canal  and  Railroad,  is  the  most  inter¬ 
esting  and  scenic  in  the  state,  with  many  pleasant  valleys  and  verdant  moun¬ 
tains.

The  high  standard  of  our  progressive  civilization  has  come  to  us  from 
labors  of  the  past.

THE  DESCENDENTS  OF  JOHN  AND  MARY  (MOORE)  RAY 

John  Ray,  the  immigrant  from  County  Tyrone,  Ireland,  declared  his  in¬ 
tention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  March  24th,  1834,  in  Indi¬ 
ana  County,  Penna.  He  stated  he  arrived  in  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  August 
5th,  1818;  and  at  the  time  he  made  this  declaration  was  a  resident  of  Green 
township,  and  was  ‘‘aged  52  years  or  thereabouts.”  His  certificate  (No.  249) 
was  granted  September  29th,  1836.  His  voucher  was  J.  Lapsley. 

Mary  (Moore)  Ray,  wife  of  John,  is  said  to  have  been  a  descendent  of 
Moore,  Lordmayor  of  London. 

This  couple  had  ten  children,  of  whom  (I)  Matthew,  (II)  Thomas,  (III) 
James,  (IV)  Jane  and  (V)  Robert  were  born  in  Ireland.  Four  children, 
(VI)  John,  (VII)  George,  (VIII)  Mary,  (IX)  Elizabeth  and  (X)  William 
were  born  in  this  country. 
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Thomas,  Jane  and  Mary  left  no  offspring  so  that  their  line  of  the  family 
died  with  them.

DESCENDENTS  OF  MATTHEW  RAY  (I) 

Matthew  Ray,  eldest  child  of  John  and  Mary  (Moore)  Ray,  was  born 
about  1804,  in  Ireland.  He  received  his  certificate  of>  naturalization  (“pa¬ 
pers")  March  1,  1832.  It  was  signed  by  William  Banks,  prothonotary  of 
Indiana  County,  Pa.  He  had  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  on 
December  28th,  1829.  His  vouchers  were  James  and  Georgei  Lapsley. 

Matthew  Ray  married  Jane  McCunn.  They  lived  near  Greenville  (now 
Penn  Run),  later  on  a  farm  which  was  sold  to  Robert  Ray.  After  selling  the 
farm  he  moved  to  Indiana  and  lived  on  the  corner  of  10th  and  Church 
Streets. 

Four  sons  of  Matthew  and  Jane  (McCunn)  Ray,  John,  William  J.,  Mat¬ 
thew  S.  and  Mark,  served  in  the  Union  Army  during  the  Civil  War — were  all 
out  at  one  time  and  returned  without  a  scratch.

George  Ray  was  a  farmer  and  a 
drover.  Horses,  cattle  and  sheep  were  scarce  in  the  section  where  new  citi¬ 
zens  homesteaded.  To  this  end  men  went  to  Maryland  and  Virginia  to  buy 
and  drive  north  horses,  cattle  and  sheep  to  sell  the  farmers;  these  men  be¬ 
came  known  as  drovers.  George  Ray  Jr.  now  lives  on  the  farm. 

The  drover’s  task  was  a  hard  and  trying  one,  seeing  to  the  safety  of  the 
herd,  feeding,  watering  and  watching  or  putting  them  up  for  the  night.  In 
the  day  of  the  drover — watering  troughs  of  hewn  logs  or  stone  were  common, 
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also  were  toll  roads  or  pikes.  It  is  said  there  were  more  toll  gates  than  water¬ 
ing  troughs,  and  many  were  the  attempts  to  build  back  roads,  back  a  half 
mile  or  so,  to  parallel  the  toll  road  around  the  toll  gate,  then  onto  the  pike.
